“” SOME UNIQUE. VESSELS. 


The current year wiil be’ a -rio- 
table one’ for tho’ Royal ..Navy 
Writes. a -correspondont: to the 
London Observer. ..For the ‘first 
time since the war it is to be rein; 
forced by battleships, “cruisers, 
axd other eraft which embody the 
technical lessons of the campalyn 
uf sea. It may not be generally 
realised that H.MLS. . Hood, tho 
newest, capital ship in commission, 
was laid down as long’ ago pa 
1916, or that the whole of our 
eruisere at present in service ante- 
date the Armistice. Before tho 
autunin, however, an entirely now 
Fleet unit will be, under the 
White. Ensign, - consisting’ of twe 
battleships and five. cruisers, with 
an ‘aggregate displacement. jot 
120,000 tons. 

It will be headed bythe Nelson 
and the Rodney, the largest and 
most powerful battleships in exis- 
tenee . Captains have-heen al- 
ready appointed to these vessele, 
In a fow weeks’ time the forrher 
will leave the Armstrong yard on 
the Tyne for Portsmouth, to bo 
prepared “for commissioning, 
while her sister ship Rodney, 
which was built at Birkenhead, is 
to ‘have the finishing touches ap- 

‘lied at. Devonport. As thea- 


i ships. are of an experimental de- 


sign, their trials will. probably 
extend beyond the normal period. 
but both should be ready to join 
the Mediterranean Flcet, to which 
they have been assigned, by mid- 


summer, 
Unique ‘Vessels. 


‘In many respects" the vessels 
are. absolutely unique. Their 
rost striking features are the em- 
‘placement of all the big guns in 
the forward part of the ship, the 
mounting of the nine. 16-fi. -guns 
—a new calibre.in the British 
Navy—in jriple turrets, the with- 
drawal of the upperworks and fun- 
nel towards the ostern, the dis« 


yosition of the secondary arma’ 


ment in twin turrets arranged for 
high-angle fire, and -the substity- 
tion. of a lofty tower for the usual, 
tripod foremast. From the brider 
to the bows is a distance of 400ft., 

go that a battleship. of the pre- 
Dreadnought type could be com- 
fortably grea ce ion, the 
foredeck . the: Nelson. ‘The 
breadth of. te hull, 106 ft. ex- 
ceeds that of the White Star liner 
‘Majestic, the largest.ship in the 
world, by six feet. “It ts claimed, 
unofficially, that the Nelson’ and 
her consort are ‘practically « un- 
sinkable by any known method of 
attack. Every point above the 
waterline where « projectile migh! 
inflict serious injury is defended 
by massive armour plate; steel 
decks protect the vitals from the 
heaviest aircraft, bombs, and in- 
numnerable water-tight compart- 
ments would localise and absorb 
the explosion. of torpedoes 

mines. Each ship ean deliver 
full broadside from her nine 16-in, 
guns every fifty seeonds, repre- 
senting a diseharge of nearly nine 
and a-half tons of steel and high: 
explosives,’ and the maximum 
range ofthe guns is about twenty 
miles. .Accommodation is ' pro- 
vided for some 1,400 officers and 
men, the largest complement of 
any British man-of-war. 

‘As satellites of these giganti¢ 
there will be, the 
eruisers Kent, Cornwall, Cumber- 
land, Berwick, and Suffolk, which 
were begun’in 1924 and are due 
for completion this ‘year, They 
are.the first group of British 
cruisers to ‘be bailt under the 
Washington Treaty rules, which 
restrict the displacement to 10, 000 
tons, though with fuel and’ other 
supplies on board the actual dis- 
placement will ‘approach 12,000 
tons.
